Fat Tomato Pizza, a restaurant 
catered to selling pizza and other 
food items, will have its grand open- 
ing on Wednesday, according to 
co-owner Brian Kim. 

Located at 2130 E. Broadway, the 
new spot is taking over Paoli’s Pizza 
and Piano Bar, and will celebrate 
with free pizza for local residents. 

Kim said Fat Tomato Pizza is 
unique to many other pizzerias part 
of the Long Beach locale, such as 
chain crowd-pleasures Papa John’s 
or Dominos. 

“Our product is gourmet rather 
than fast food,” Kim said. “Our goal 
is to deliver quality and fresh food 
while caring about the customers’ 
healthy lifestyle. I also want to make 
our customers feel like they’re very 
welcomed.” 

He added that the food products 
are made fresh daily from “organic, 
local produce; such as the pizza 
dough and sauces. The restaurant 
delivers food to those within a 
certain range of their new location 
in the East Village Art District. 

With exception to the name, Fat 
Tomato Pizza hopes to offer Long 
Beach a cut above the average slice 
by offering customers health-driven 
options such as gluten-free pizza 
and vegan cheese. 

While this new pizzeria on the 
block is cleaning up the grease- 
stained game of delivery, Fat Tomato 
Pizza isn't the only place offering 
those products within city limits. 

Zpizza also offers gluten-free and 
vegan cheese options, while other 
pizza restaurants, such as Dominos 
and Pizza Hut, offer gluten-free piz- 
za, but lack vegan cheese. Although 
Fat Tomato Pizza has some competi- 
tion to deal with, the restaurant has 
other food items to sway customers 
from its rivals, Kim said. 

Some of the other food items that 
the flier advertises include Buffalo 
wings, spaghetti, sandwiches, salads 
and desserts. 

Kim said that the restaurants are 
family owned, and the Long Beach 
location was added in order to 
continue expanding the business. 
Others are located in San Pedro, 
Hermosa Beach and Hollywood, ac- 
cording to the restaurant's website. 

The Fat Tomato Pizza in Long 
Beach is about 15 minutes and 3.2

Recent 
terrorist 
attacks 
in France 
should be 
a time of 
solidarity, 
not hate

wo weeks ago, as I 
was driving to Las 
Vegas for the annual 
Consumer Electron- 
ics Show, the radio 
program I typically listen to 
reported breaking news that a 
terrorist attack in Paris had oc- 
curred. As the information kept 
coming through, it turned out that 
they had killed eleven people in 
the offices of French Satirical 
Magazine Charlie Hebdo, which 
had notoriously published come- 
dic images of the Muslim Prophet 
Muhammad. Over the next two 
days, four more attacks occurred 
within the fle-de-France region, 
which included holding civilians’ 
hostage in a kosher supermarket. 
In total, 20 people died, and 
another 22 were injured. It was 
later announced that Al-Qaeda of 
the Arabian Peninsula had taken 
responsibility for the attacks, 
which were the deadliest terrorist 
attacks in France since 1961. 
These attacks raised many con- 
cerns over the fate of free speech 
in France as well as the safety of 
the country’s Jewish population. 
Like many individuals around 
the world, I was shocked and 
could not keep the incident out 
of my mind during my stay in 
the city that never sleeps. Still, 
my trip went as planned until 
I walked into the bathroom of 
a bar that Friday night. In the 
restroom above the urinal was a 
chalkboard where patrons could 
write what they please. Beside the 
usual babble and jokes, right in the 
center of the board was written, 
“Fuck all Muslims.” This pales in 
comparison to the 60 separate anti- 
Muslim incidents that have taken 
place in France since the attacks, 
including attacks on 26 places of 
worship, according to the National 
Observatory Against Islamophobia 
in a press report on Jan.;19.

L.A. and Long 
Beach port union 
workers protested 
recent contract 
disputes.

Led by the Banning High School 
orchestra band and a large banner 
reading, “We support ILWU and 
they support us,” a flood of people 
marched across the Vincent Thomas 
bridge in protest on Thursday night. 
Roughly 6,000 International Long- 
shore and Warehouse Union workers 
and community members marched 
together on Thursday in response 

to recent fines on Los Angeles and 
Long Beach port users, according to a 
Contra Costa Times article. 

The article indicated that the march 
ran from the Vincent Thomas Bridge 


to the Maritime Museum. 

Union workers, friends and family 
marched to support hundreds of Los 
Angeles and Long Beach dockwork- 
ers engaged in arguments about 
contracts with employers, according 
to the article. 

ILWU wrote a formal complaint to 
executive director for Port of Los 
Angeles on Jan. 15, stating that two 
companies in the ports were unfairly 
punished for working night shifts, 
according to an article on the Press 
Telegram website. 

According to the Contra Costa Times 
article, the complaint said that the 
two companies were fined about 
$50,000 and were suspended from 
their Pacific Maritime Association 
membership, the article said. ILWU 
said the ban affected over 800 jobs. 
Los Angeles City Councilman Joe 
Buscaino organized Thursday’s 
march a little overa week after the 
suspension of Pasha Stevedoring and 
Terminals and Metro Ports, accord- 
ing to Contra Costa Times article. 
“These companies are being penalized 
because they did not follow PMA’s 
directive to halt ordering Longshore 
labor for loading and unloading ves- 
sels on the night shift,” ILWU stated in 
the complaint, according to the Press 
Telegram article. 

The Press Telegram article also 
indicated that PMA spokesman Steve 
Getzug said that the association stands 
by its decision to shut down night 
shifts to help with port congestion.

Santa Ana winds leave 
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Los Angeles area 


Light showers on 
Monday and Tues- 
day have been 
predicted to follow 
the departure of a 
brief bout of Santa 
Ana winds.

The United States National Weather 
Service predicted that the Santa Ana 
winds would calm down next week 
throughout Los Angeles county. 

The brief routnd of Santa Ana winds 
did not produce a red flag warning, 
which informs firefighters through- 
out state regions of a high risk of a 
potential wildfire. Compared with 
previous years, this round of heavy 
winds has been less extreme.

said Ryan Kittell, a forecaster for the 
National Weather Service. “It was 
one that we might see any other year. 
Vegetation is at a point that is not 
concerning. It is a conserving period 
for fires.” 

Kittell said a quick, dusty patch of 
wind will blow through Long Beach 
on Monday morning with gusts 
peaking to 20 miles an hour. 

Kittell also predicted that wind 
speeds should decrease to the 
normal 5-10 miles per hour while : 
the Santa Ana winds move into the 
mountains. 

According to the National Weather 
Service, temperatures should 
decrease until Tuesday with a 60 
percent chance of rain Monday after- 
noon until Wednesday. 

“Low pressure systems will move up 
from the south,” Kittell said. “We’re 
looking at a pretty light amount of 
rain, only a quarter of an inch.” 

The National Weather Service antici- 
pates that the hottest day of the week 
will be on Wednesday, reaching 72 
degrees. Tuesday night is likely to be 
the coldest time of the week with a 
ballpark 52 degrees.

“TJ think it’s a good thing [that the 
restaurant is opening] because not 
all pizza places have vegan options,” 
Fonseca said. “Also, gluten free 
pizza isn’t really available” 

CSULB graduate student Sophia 
Graham said she is a “huge-fan of 
pizza” and wants to try the vegan 
cheese, but she cautions other 
people about its lurking deception.

Opinion editorials have been pub- 
lished extensively, giving a wide range 
of opinions and explanations for the 
attacks. What is clear is that innocent 
people— Muslims, Jews, Christians, 
Atheists, etc. — were victims of 
extremist, bigoted views regardless 
of their religious and nationalistic 
preoccupations with these horrible 
attacks. Such incidents only create 
a circle of violence in the midst of 
fear and confusion. While there is no 
justification for such violent atrocities, 
one must understand the underlying 
issues allowing them to occur in order 
to avoid them. 

The assailants were born and raised 
in France. The country has a sizable 
Muslim minority that numbers at 
roughly 4.7 million adherents, accord- 
ing to a 2011 Pew Forum study. While 
they are diverse in national and cultural 
origins, an overwhelming majority 
are—or descended from— immigrants 
who arrived from the former North Af- 
rican French colonies that are present- 
day Morocco, Tunisia and Libya. 

While it is easy to assume that Is- 
lam itself is to blame for the incidents, 
one must look at other factors to 
understand what prompted the three 
attackers to join a radical Islam group 
and commit such an extreme act. As 
French sociologist Ali Saad wrote in 
an Op-Ed for Al Jazeer, “Failing to 
take into account the catastrophic 
socioeconomic factor would be tanta- 
mount to promoting the very context 
that contributes to the development of 
fundamentalist ideologies.” According 
to the Brooking Institution, over 40 
percent of French Muslims 15-29 are 
unemployed. Many of these youth feel 


like outsiders in French society, grow- 
ing up in impoverished neighbor- 
hoods where access to social services 
is subpar compared to the rest of the 
country. Despite only making up six 
percent of the French population, 35 
percent of prison inmates within the 
French prison system belong to ethnic 
groups that come from Muslim-ma- 
jority countries. Much like the United 
States, poverty correlates highly with 
crime, and as such, youth are more 
likely to become criminals and be 
alienated from the rest of national 
society. Like prison gangs in the U.S., 
radical Islamist groups take advantage 
of these youths’ situation and recruit 
them into their movements. 

Within the American Muslim 
community, reactions over the at- 
tacks in France have been met with 
much condemnation. The Center for 
American-Islamic Relations, one of 
the leading American-Muslim advo- 
cacy groups in the country put out a 
press release the day of the shootings 
at the Charlie Hebdo office that stat- 
ed, “We strongly condemn this brutal 
and cowardly attack and reiterate our 
repudiation of any such assault on 
freedom of speech, even speech that 
mocks faiths and religious figures.” 
Sadly, such a statement did not reach 
the person who scribbled the hate 
speech on that bathroom chalkboard 
in Vegas. 

Our diverse community at California 
State University, Long Beach serves as a 
model for the world. 49ers who are Mus- 
lim, Christian, Jewish, Buddhist, Atheist, 
Arab, white, black, Latino, etc. study and 
socialize together on a daily basis regard- 
less of whether they disagree with each 
other. Thus, hate only creates more hate, 
but understanding creates peace.

Every semester the same desperate 
search begins again. Where are the 
cheapest books? Students spend hours 
looking at prices on their computers 
and more time trying to think of clever 
ways to get books for free. If they try 
to buy their textbooks used or to rent 
them, they can often look forward 
to marked-up pages and distract- 
ing, overly highlighted paragraphs. 

If they end up ordering them online, 
the book often arrives late for classes.

“The store employees are very ac- 
tive citizens within their campus com- 
munity. They offer many programs, 
options and initiatives—such as the 
Information Exchange Luncheon and 
a price-match guarantee . . .” said the 
committee when it gave the Campus 
Bookstore the award. 

Ke Schaper, bookstore employee and 
public relations major, said several stu- 
dents have been ready to check out us- 
ing price match, only to be disappointed 
upon finding out that the bookstore is 
no longer offering this program.

VOTER INFORMATION 


The University Student Union Board of Trustees (USUBOT) has requested that the university’s Student Fee Advisory Committee conduct a referendum to cover the cost of construction, renovation, expansion, 
and continual operation of the University Student Union by increasing the student body center (USU) fee. The fee referendum will be conducted as an online election on Wednesday, February 25 and Thursday, 


For the past four years, the USUBOT has been researching and considering the possibility of renovating and expanding the USU. The facility 
was constructed in the late 1960s and opened in 1972, with an additional renovation in the mid-1990s. With the increasing age of the USU 
(ie., over 40 years), the cost of major repairs has exceeded the available operating funds. Currently, the USU is faced with the possibility of 
having to decrease and/or eliminate certain programs and services in order to address needed facility improvements, such as plumbing, 
electrical, heating/air conditioning, and internet services. 
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feel confident that they were getting 
the best deal. With the bookstore being 
as expensive as it is, finding cheaper 
books isn’t difficult. 

As of last semester, the year after 
the store received its award, the book- 
store stopped allowing students to use 
the price-match guarantee without 
making any announcements that it 
would do so. 

“If they had price match, I wouldn’t 
have to wait for the book to get here,” 
said Danny Martinez, a criminal 
justice major. It/is his first semester at 
CSULB. He said he would appreciate 
the ability to shop at just one place. 

As it is, buying books is chaotic and 
stressful; it only adds to the difficulties 
that the first couple weeks of school 
pose. If students were able to shop 
confidently in one place, the experi- 
ence would certainly improve. 

The University Bookstore should 
bring back price match and stay true 
to its supposed commitment to being

The USUBOT conducted two formal assessments of CSULB 
students’ needs and desires for the USU. The assessments, 
conducted in 2011 and 2014, included numerous focus groups, 
intercept interviews, and online surveys of the entire student 
body. The 2011 survey had 37% of the student body participate; 
the 2014 survey had 24% participate. Additionally, the assessment 
examined the needs for facility improvements. As a result of the 
data collected, the USUBOT is proposing the construction, 
renovation, and expansion of the USU with the following 
improvements and modifications: 


* Renovate/replace all electrical, internet, plumbing, heating/air 
conditioning, and sewage systems 

* Increased informal student lounge space 

* More study space, including group study rooms 

* Expanded food service seating 

* Centralized Student Resource Centers (e.g., cultural, religious, 
AB 540, LGBTQIA, Women’s Resource 

Center, etc.) 

* Increased student organization office/meeting space 

* Sustainability Resource Center (One-stop shop for learning 
about sustainability /environmental efforts and events on campus) 
+ Expanded student conference, ballroom, and meeting facilities 
* Improved Beach Auditorium (ie., additional seating, movie 
theatre quality A/V, ADA accessibility, etc.) 

* Possible extended*hours and 24 hour study lounge location 


If approved, specific configurations and programs will be 
determined during the design phase of the construction project 
anticipated to occur in summer 2015. To minimize the impact to 
the campus population, every effort will be made to keep the 
USU services and programs available during construction which 
will likely last four to five years. The proposed USU fee increase 
will be $165 per semester ($124 per summer semester), which will 
not be assessed to students until the year the renovated sections 
of the USU open. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


ARGUMENT FOR A FEE INCREASE 

° The $165 fee increase will allow the USU to address the 
immediate need for major facility improvements such as electrical, 
internet, heating/air conditioning, plumbing, and drainage, while 
meeting current and future student demand in terms of lounge 
and dining seating, study space issues, resource centets and 
technological upgrades. 

* Students will not have to pay the new fee until the year the 
renovated sections of the USU open in approximately four years. 
* The $165 fee increase will prevent any cuts in USU programs 
and services and will maintain the integrity of the facility for years 
to come, 


* Since the $165 fee increase would be a mandatory student fee, 
financial aid could be used to cover this fee. 


+ Although CSULB is one of the largest campuses in student 
enrollment, our student fees will still rank in the lower half of all 
CSU campuses.

* The $165 per semester fee increase is in addition to other fee 
increases such as the recent increase in the Associated Students 
fee.

Caffey getting 
more help

On the road in a hostile environment, the 
team desperately needs a basket. The crowd 
is losing its mind, the raucous noise of the 
students shaking the arena while giving the 
defense razor sharp focus. 

The shot-clock is winding down as the ball 
is aimlessly passed around with no sense of a 
game plan. 

With five seconds left to get a shot off, the ball 
is poked and fumbled around before a three- 
pointer is launched as the shot clock expires. A 
perfect swish. 

That was the scenario that played out for 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball team in 
a Dec. 10 loss at San Diego State. Senior Point 
Guard Mike Caffey bailed the team out with a 
rainbow three just over the outstretched arm of 
a defender. 

There often comes a point when a team starts 
becoming too reliant on its best player to ev- 
erything every night. Head coach Dan Monson 
and the 49ers are trying to avoid reaching that 
point. 

Caffey is the unquestioned leader of the team. 
He has started all 21 games so far this season 
while playing a team-high 31.5 minutes per 
game. That’s five more than Senior Guard Tyler 
Lamb, who is second on the team in minutes 
per game with 25.2. During the team’s brutal 
six-game road trip in December, Caffey played 
at least 30 minutes in five of the contests. 

Monsor has said the minutes load is a con- 
cern, and his experience as a coach has taught 
him it’s better to get ahead of it and find extra 
rest for Caffey whenever he can. Still, he scoffed 
at the notion that the team is too reliant on 
Caffey. 

“When great teams like the [Miami] Heat or 
[Los Angeles] Lakers were winning champion- 
ships,” Monson said. “Were they too reliant on 
Kobe or LeBron? When you have the best player, 
you need to rely on him.” 

Then there’s Caffey’s scoring responsibili- 
ties. His 17.6 points per game are a career high, 
but there’s so much more he’s in charge of. He 
initiates the offense, making sure everyone is in 
their proper spot. He has to dribble and push 
the ball in transition to create better scoring 
opportunities, or reset and find open shots for 
his teammates. 

The load has gotten a little.lighter in the last 
weeks for Caffey. A recent stretch of strong 
performances from Seniors David Samuels and 
Tyler Lamb and Sophomore Guard Travis Ham- 
monds have allowed LBSU to alleviate some 
of the pressure that is typically placed upon 
Caffey, a leading contender for Big West Confer- 
ence Player of the year. 

With an easier schedule ahead of them and 
veteran players starting to perform to their 
capabilities, it’s reasonable to expect a de- 
creased reliance on Caffey moving forward. 
Even younger players such as Sophomore Guard 
Travis Hammonds and Freshmen Forwards 
Temidayo Yussuf and Jack Williams have come 
off the bench and given the team spark. 

It’s common for teams to rely heavily on 
their best players to win games, and more often 
than not, they do. It’s what sets those players 
apart from others. It would be a failure on the 
coaching staff’s part if it didn’t find a way to 
maximize a players’ skillset and talent. 

With tournament season fast approaching, 
the 49ers will need more consistency from the 
guys around Caffey if they want to accomplish 
what they have failed to do the last three years: 
reach the NCAA Tournament.

The Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team survived a late charge from Cal 
State Northridge to avenge last season’s 
Big West Tournament loss and secure a 
64-58 road win. 

The 49ers (10-11, 4-1) won their third 
consecutive game on the strength of their 
versatility, with three different players 
scoring double digits. Sophomore Guard 
Travis Hammonds scored a season-high 
and team-leading 16 points off the bench. 

“I was just trying to play hard and 
finish the game,” Hammonds told the 
Grunion Gazette. “I wasn’t trying to be 
spetctacular. I just wanted to play hard 
and grind it out.” 

This was the first méeting between the 
schools since CSUN eliminated the 49ers in 
the Big West Conference Tournament last 
March. 

Senior Forward David Samuels fell a point 
shy of another double-double while grabbing 
a career-high 16 rebounds. Samuels told the 
Grunion Gazette that the team had a chip on 
its shoulder. 

“We talked about that all week,” Samuels 
said. “We were going to make sure to come in 
and get this win.” 

The time off between games was also a 
recent topic of discussion for the 49ers. Head 
coach Dan Monson said early in the week that 
he tried to give the team a little bit of a break, 
but that it was important for the team to not 
lose its rhythm after a win. 

“We're kind of pushing now,” Monson said, 
“and grinding a little bit to get that edge back 
a little bit. It’s a just a process when you have 
when you have time like that off. There are 
some advantages to it, but also there’s some 
disadvantages. When you're playing well you 
want to keep it in that rhythm.” 

One of the keys to the game was how 
LBSU was going to slow down Northridge’s 
explosive senior scorers, Stephan Hicks and 


in Hawaii. 

“This is one loss in league,” Wynn said. 
“Our goal of winning the conference hasn’t 
been shattered, and on any given night in 
our conference, I feel like anyone can beat 
anybody. We have to get better and be ready 
to play a full 40 minutes.”

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Stephen Maxwell. Both are averaging over 15 
points per game, and Monson said his players 
can’t be too concerned about one Matador 
because the other will burn them. 

“That’s what makes them so good,” Monson 
said. “They have a presence on the wing and 
a presence on the interior. You can’t just take 
one away. If you take Hicks away, that doesn’t 
necessarily change them because Maxwell can 
go get 30 at any time.” 

Neither Maxwell nor Hicks came close to 
scoring 30. Maxwell scored a game-high 18 
points on six of 10 shooting from the floor 
while also grabbing eight rebounds. The 49ers 
had a tough nigh containing Maxwell as he 
went to the free throw line seven times while 
two LBSU players fouled out. 

The 49ers held Hicks in check for most of 
the game, limiting him to just eight points— 
all from the free-throw line. It was another 
strong defensive performance from LBSU, as 
it held Northridge to just 28 percent shooting 
for the game. 

The win marked a new season-high in wins 
for the 49ers at three. They have won five of 
their last six games, a 5-1 mark. 

The LBSU men’s basketball team will 
continue its road trip on Thursday at Cal State 
Fullerton starting at 7:30 p.m.
